1.1.  Mission  Italy  consists  of  Embassy  Rome  and  Consulates  General  in 
Milan,  Naples  and  Florence.

Naples  Visas  Viper  Coordinator  is  Vice  Consul  Daniela  DiPierro  and 
the  Coordinator  for  Florence  is  Consul  John  Larrea. 

12.  John  Larrea  chaired  Florence's  Visas  Viper  meeting  in  Florence 
on  November  23.  All  participants  were  from  the  Department  of  State. 

No  new  names  were  submitted  through  Viper  telegrams  and  the 
participants  did  not  have  any  questions  about  the  Visas  Viper 
program.
